Evidence Received at the Inquest on 
Robert Turnbull's Roily, 
Yesterday. 

When, a few weeks ago, the Colonist 
presented n series of startling statements in 
relation to the sudden and somewhat 
mysterious death of Captain Stephens, the 
authorities did not bestir themselves or 
uitiku the slightest inquiry, such us would 
naturally be looked for. They said that no 
report had been made to the police, and 
newspaper stories could not be taken notice 
of. The "newspaper story" in this case 
was a plain statement from reliable wit- 
nesses, who could be summoned at any 
time. No inquest was held, and if Capt. 
Stephens' death was the result of foul 
play, as many suspect, anyone concerned in 
it lias been given plenty of time to get 
away. 

Yesterday corroboration was given the 
j-ta'emeiit ma le concerning Capt. Stephens' 
demise, at mi inquest upon the body of the 
late Robert Turn bull. The account given by 
Capt. Stephens of his experiences at the 
Standard theatre and that given by Turn- 
bull, it will be noticed tally exactly. The 
report of the coroner's inquest appears he- 
low : 

At tlie request of the Government Agent 
<if Cowieuan District, Dr. Wall-em, coroner 
for the Province of British Columbia, in the 
absence of any other coroner having juris- 
diction in the Islands district, proceeded, 
Monday morning, in company with Dr. 
Dickson, of Duncan's, by canoe from Cow- 
ichan to Saturna Island, to hold un enquiry 
into the death of Hubert Turnbull, who 
was found <leud upon the beach of that is- 
land. 

Dr. VValkem did. not arrive at his desti- 
nation (40 miles) .until !l o'clock that night, 
and it being then too late to opet; an en- 
quiry, proceedings were postponed until K 
o'clock yesterday morning, when tlii follow- 
ing jury were cnipai 1 lu lled, from among the 
residents of the adjacent islands: Ralph (J. 
Dray, foreman; W. M. Robson, Jolm Mat- 
tisou, .1. C. Campbell, James Robson., anil 
C. 1!. Uriel;. 

■ luliii II. WirseJl, farm manager for .Mr 
Pike, of Saturna Island, testified Hunt h 
knew the deceased, Robert Turnbull, vrhon 
he had met at the Oriental hotel, Victoria, 
on tho 4th October last, and that, the <le 
censed expressed a wish to get away from 
Victoria lor a while, for the purpose of get- 
ting oil' a drunk, which he was then in- 
dulging in. The witness consented to his 
coming up to Saturna Island to stop, which 
ho did, in company with him. During the 
day of hia arrival, the deceased was ex- 
tremely thirsty, and, on the following morn- 
ing, complained of not sleeping during the 
preceding night. From the deceased's ac- 
tions that day and the following, it. was 
plainly evident that lie was Buffering from 
an attack of delirium Ircniena. While he 
was in .Mr. Dike's bouse, he took up the 
Colonist, and saw in it an account of the 
death of Captain Stephens, in whoso com- 
pany, in the Standard Theatre, tho de- 
ceased averred ho had been on the 
night precedingStephens' sudden death. The 
deceaBed also stated that that morning he 
( Turnbull) picked himself up in the yard of 
the thoutro, and that two twenty dollar 
pieces were miHsing from his pocket. Tho 
witness also testified that on Wednesday 
the deceased was taken with a sudden pain 
in I he stomach, and culled loudly for some 
medicine to relievo his torture. That after- 
noon, Turnbull complained that tho young 



men about the house had designs upon his 
life, though there were no young men in 
the house at the time. The witness, pro- 
ceeding, said that the deceased went up to 
the w indow of the house and called over to 
the witness, who was in the dairy, •'■ who 
are those three fellows at tho point, there '! 
By O — d, Long Mac is there, and there is 
Gibson, too, and there is a fellow with a 
stove-pipe hat on, too." At that time it 
was getting dark, and the deceased 
stowed himself away under a bed, 
where he was found by the 
witness — on being questioned what he was 
doing there, be replied, "Oh, nothing, only 
making those fellows believe that 1 am 
gone." On Wednesday night, ufter going 
to bed, the deceased got up again, and was 
observed standing near the door with a 
knife in his hand. Upon being asked what 
he wan doing with the knife, he replied that 
those fellows outside bad not gone away 
yet, and why didn't they kill him at once 
and have done with it The knife was 
taken from him, after waich he went to bed 
and got up with the otl.ers next morning at 
daylight. After break last the deceased dis- 
appeared, but was aft rwards met upon a 
road, the destination if which he asked from 
one of the young gen lemon about the house, 
and whet her it led to Victoria. He was 
told no, and to be careful where ho was go- 
ing as it led to a precipice just above the 
waters of the gulf From that time until the 
de. eased was picked up dead upon 
lh3 beach on the afternoon of the following 
Saturday he hud not seen him, although a 
continuous search was made in all direo 
lions. The witness also testified that Turn- 
bull had eaten nothing since he left Victoria 
except a little porridge and a cup of tea 
upon Tuesday morning. 

Corroborative evidence and also to the 
finding of the body of the deceased was 
given by Messrs. Higg, Payne and Drum- 
mnnd. 

Lindsay Frederick Dickson, Cowichan, 
M.R.C.S., Eng., and M.D., University of 
Aberdeen, Scotland, said that lie had made 
an examination of the body of t he deceased, 
which appeared to be well nourished, but 
bore the marks of many contusions upon the 
face and head. On making a pout mortem 
examination lie found the heart to be in a 
diseased condition, it was abnor- 
mally large, and there was serum 
in the pericardium, pointing to former 
pericarditis. An examination of the lungs 
showed them to be completely contracted 
and very dai k in color and unierated. A 
certain amount of water came out of the 
bronchi though none appeared in the spongy 
portion of the lung. He was of opinion 
than deceased came to bis death through 
falling on the percipitous portion of the 
coast where he was found and then drowned 
before he could recover from the temporary 
unconsciousness which would follow the 
fall. There were no other injuries bearing 
up his death. 

Coroner Walkem, in summ'ng up, said 
that this was but another victim added to 
the list of intemperance. It was very clear 
from the evidence that the deceased had 
been indulging in a long bout of drinking, 
and that the poor fellow in endeavor- 
ing to tear himself away from 
its deadly influence, had brought 
upon himself an attack of delirium tremens 
by suddenly depriving himself of bis daily 
and hourly stimulant, a result which in his 
experience was a very common sequence. 
If he hud, instead of stopping suddenly, 
toned himself down gradually, the aberra- 
tion of mind which led him into danger and 
eventually to his dixth, would not hive oc- 
curred. It was very clear from the evi- 
dence that the deceased had in attempting 
to reach the shore, or possibly upon the 
shore itself, fallen '.ipon a rock, wlitch stunn- 
ing him at a time when there was a low tide, 
the water had risen and suffocated him be- 
fore th; deceased was aware ef his danger- 
ous predicament. He found that a prevail- 
ing idea existed 'that the deceased bad com- 
mitted suicide, but he would ask the jury, 
before arriving at. any such conclusion, that 
they should examine carefully the evidence 
as to whether there was anything said 
by the witnesses, which would justify them 
in associating suicide with Turnbull's 
sudden death. The jury after u short deli- 
beration, brought in a verdict in accordance 
with the coroner's remarks, adding a rider 
" that they strongly condemned the Stan- 
dard Theatre for giving the decease,!, and 
also other [daces with giving liquor to 
ot hens w hen in a semi-iutoxioatud condi- 
tion." 

Theccroner said that as no evidence 
existed that the Standard Theatre had 
given the deceased liquor, while he was in it 
semi-UiW xieated condition, he could not 
accept the rider. If there had been evi- 
dence of such. a fact it would be a different 
matter, but a rider of a serious character 
such as tbut must be substantiated by evi- 
dence from the witness box. The rider was 
subsequently altered to read "that the jury 
highly disapprove of the pernicious custom 
of the .Standard Theatre and other places in 
supplying liquor to persons in a semi-intoxi- 
cated condition. " 

On assurance by the jury that such a 
custom did exist, . the rider was accepted, 
and the inquest terminated. 

The. body of the deceased was brought 
over by the Yosemite, lost night, and the 
funeral will take place from J£r, Hayward"s 
nuclei taking rooms, this afternoon. 



THK KASTERN QUESTION.

London, Get. 13.— The return of Lord 
Salisbury to the. Foreign office is believed 
to be chiefly with reference to the threaten- 
ing appearance of allairs in the Fast. The 
Russian defiance of British power fcn Asia, 
by tho virtual seizure of the Pamir, the 
question of the Dardanelles and the renewed 
dernund of the Porte for tie evacuation 
of Egypt, are the foreign issues itnporutiv ly 
demanding Lord Salisbury's attention. 
Domestic affairs he. leaves for the present t> 
his Lieu 1 cnants, having apparently deter- 
mined not to hold a general election until 
the legal termination of Parliament, unless 
a favorable oppoi I unity should occur. No 
one anticipates that Lord Salisbury will 
even consider, seriously, the evacuation of 
Egypt and the question of the Dardanelles 
is not supposed to be dangerous. I t is an- 
other matter as to the Pamir and as to 
Russian encroachments on (he Afghan 
frontier. It is true, as reported, that Capt. 
Younghuaband has been killed by the Rus- 
sians while attempting to exploro the 
Pamir. Lord Salisbury, it is expected, will 
take stern measures to restrain the boldness 
of the Russians.

It is anticipated that the rais- 
ing of any funds from America 
or Australia will be very diffi- 
cult, without some evidence of united 
and effective action in the expenditure. The 
moderate McCurthyites are doing all they 
can to restrain Tim Healy from his ungovern- 
able propensity to vituperation, which finds 
some vent, however, in the columns of the 
Dublin newspapers, with which Healy has 
a connection. The McCirthyites mostly 
feel that Healy is a dead weight to their 
party, and they would like to throw him 
overboard, if they dared, as a Jonah to 
still the Parnellitcs. 

Col dm lu Turkestan. 

London, Oot. 13.— A dispatch from St. 
Petersburgh says tbat the latest reports 
from Turkestan indicate an abundant crop 
of cotton. The cotton grown there io from 
American 3eed and the development within 
a few years lias been wonderful. From 
10,000 poods, equal to about three 
(hundred and sixty thousand pounds 
were exported in 1884. Tho ex- 
port this year is expected to amount 
to about 24,000,000 of poods At the 
present rale of extension, the industry is 
expected to become one of the most im- 
portant in Asia and prove a formidable 
rival to the common production of Amcricu.

So far 
as known, the gang committed twenty-five 
robberies, securing plunder amounting to 
£25,000.

London, Oct. 13. — Advices from various 
Russian points state that the peasants are 
Hocking into the towns from the country 
districts, perishing for food, many dying in 
their tracks. The cold is intense, and the 
wanderers have no fuel. Incendiarism and 
pillage are spreading. The local authorities 
everyw here are paralyzed for want of funds. 
Destitute Jews, expelled from various pro- 
vinces, are swelling tho ranks of the starv- 
ing thousands. The organization of relief 
committees for the distribution of corn has 
been suspended. 

Conspiracy Against Hie 4 znr. 

LONDO.V, Oct. 12.— A Telegraph's St. 
Petersburg special says : A conspiracy 
against the Czar's life has been discovered 
in Kief. A printing press used in publish- 
ing seditious matter has been seized, und 
tliero is a serious outbreak among the stu- 
dents ot the university, who have been 
given to violent revolutionary speeches. 
Although many have been arrested, the 
spirit of revolt is extending. 

Chinese Diplomacy. 

London, Oct. \2. — Dispatches received 
from Honkong, announcing the publication 
of the memorials of the Chinese minister to 
London addressed to the Throne of China, 
throw light upon the recent Imperial 
audience granted to the foreign diplomats. 
It was at lirst supposed the granting of this 
audience was a spontaneous action upon the 
part of the Emperor, hut the memorials 
referred to show it was only accorded alter 
the Chinese minister at London strenuously 
urged this step, in order to avoid and in 
anticipation of u resolute combined demand 
for audience which was to have been made 
by the representatives of the European 
powers. 

Jr»Wi Colonization of Slberln. 

London-, Oct. 12. — There are rumors that 
the cznr has just received a special report 
showing the elfects of the ukase by which 
the old edicts against the dews were re- 
vived. It is said the report indicates 
that the exodus of the .Jews is already 
beginning to seriously afFeot many indus- 
tries. It is at the same time suggested that 
millions of acres of fertile land in Siberia 
are available for settlementand co'oni/.ation, 
ami that the Jews might us well be sent 
fchcre as be driven out of the empire 
altogether. Some of the czar's ministers 
are improving this suggestion to strengthen 
a project that has already been mooted by 
the autocrat, to cordon the European fron- 
tier of Russia, to prevent Jewish immigra- 
tion in that direction and to turn the 
stream toward Siberia. It is believed 
Raron Hirsch and the other philanthropists, 
who stand ready with their millions in aid 
of banished Hebrews, will devote their 
money to Siberia's colonization.

THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 

Dlaqulotlng Rumors aa to the Relations lie- 
tweeu Russia and Italy. 

London, Oct. 1.'!. — Lord Salisbury ar- 
rived in London this evening from his 
vocation on the continent. Ho was look- 
ing rather poorly in spite of bin long relief, 
and was bundled tip in a thick rug aa though 
the air of his native land was too much of a 
change from the sunny shies of Italy. He 
wore an enormous Turn 0' .Shunter hat, and 
looked anything hut an eminent statesman 
and aristocrat. Ilia secretary met him ami 
handed him a box of dispatches, which the 
premier unceremoniously grabbed, and, 
jumping into n oali, made all speed through 
fehs storm ami fog to St. Pancraa 
station, where lie again tool; a train 
for Hatfield House. There are uneasy 
minors at the clubs, to-night, that among 
tho dispatches in the big box, which was 
awaiting Lord Salisbury's urrivul, were 
telegrams from the British minister at 
Koine, indicating that the visit of M. I)e- 
<;iei'8, the Russian foreign minister to King 
Humbert at Monsca, had an unfriendly 
termination, contrary to the newspaper re- 
porta, which represent it as a cordial con- 
ference. Tho rumors referred to havo it 



that M. DeGiers conveyed to the Italian 
ruler the information that the Czar wished 
to warn him that it was not to the interest 
of Italy to remain in the Dreibund. To this 
intimation, though couched in tho politest 
of diplomatic language, King Humbert is 
reported to have entered an immediate and 
strong protest, and 83 abrupt was his speech 
and maimer that the interview was ut once 
ended, having lasted less than half an hour. 
Signer Rudini continued in conference with 
tho eminent Russian envoy for tome time 
longer, doing what ho could to mitigate 
what he could of his master's acerbity; but 
without completely smoothing away the 
had impression produced, so that when the 
two statesmen returned by train to Milan 
together, there was an evidence in 
their manner that the visit to 
Monsca had not been attended with satis- 
factory results There is nothing in the 
regular newspaper despatches from Rome 
and Milan to support the reports; but, as 
they purport to come from private sources, 
this does not itself disprove them. It is 
pretty safe to state, however, that Lord 
Salisbury did not cut his vacation short 
simply on account of the death of William 
Henry Smith, and there may be something 
in the report going the rounds that he 
had a prior knowledge of what would be the 
outcome of the Italian- Russian conference, 
and wished to he at home and prepared to 
act in c.ise affairs took alarming turns. If 
the interview between M. DoCJiers and the 
King was of the nature described, it wovld 
seem that Italy might soon have need of all 
the moral support it is believed England, 
some time ago. offered in lieu of a formal 
adhesion to the Dreibund. 



RADICAL RESOLUTIONS. 

Kansas Presbyterians Sprat Plainly on 
Religion and Language Questions. 

Kansas Citt, Mo , Oct. 13.— The Pres- 
byterian Synod of Kansas, in session to-day, 
passed strong resolutions concerning Cathol- 
icism and immigration. The resolutions 
state that the Synod views with apprehen- 
sion the concerted efforts of the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy to denationalize our 
institutions by substituting the national 
customs of continental Europo in their 
pjact-s ; we insist upon the teaching of the 
English language in all the public schools as 
the language of the country and we are op- 
posed to the formation of little (Jermanios 
ami little Italics and the encouragement of 
other clannish tendencies which keep emi- 
grants from becoming a homogeneous part 
of our population." The Government is 
denounced for appropriating money to tho 
Catholic Indian schools, and urges the Gov- 
ernment to establish unsectatiaii public and 
Indian schools.

Victoria Indisputably a City of Twen- 
ty-Five Thousand People— An 
Honest UeubUS. 



Final Report to be Presented to City 
Council To-nigrht— Everybody 
Well Pleased. 



At length the work on the census author- 
ised by the City Council has been com- 
pleted, und it is possiblo that, when the 
Hoard of Aldermen meet to-night, the re- 
port of Messrs. Williams and Hebler will bo 
presented to them. The outside work in 
connection with the taking of the census 
wus started on the 23rd of September, 
2(3 persons, all young men of ability, were 
sent out. A thorough house to house series 
of culls was made, and three dnys after, on 
the 20th, the main portion of the returns 
were in. Two men wore kept busy hunting 
up the names not before obtainable, while 
eight others were kept occupied iu the 
otlice for 10 hours out of the 24 up to the 
present date, engaged iu copying, type- 
writing, checking lists, &c. 

COPYING TIIK NAMES. 

The work of copying the names wus ono 
of the most dillioult parts of the whole 
thing. The writing covered 800 pigos of 
foolscap, and an innumerable amount of 
waste paper. In addition to this, 2,000 
census papers were gathered up containing 
the names of various other persons. All the 
manuscript was cut into long slips, each 
slip being placed in a common box, from 
which ull passed in succession through three 
other boxes, until they came out in 20 separ- 
ate cases, each case being in turn arranged 
alphabetically, liy this means over 9,000 
names were sorted in proper order, and 
then the whole stair was set to work throw- 
ing out the duplicates, and, in some cases, 
triplicated. This was really the moat care- 
fully conducted branch of the whole system, 
and the greatest thought was exercised in 
order to effect u perfect system of checking, 
so that no one man could possibly be counted 
twice. All the names of a like nature, like 
"Andrews, Atkin, Anderson, Angus," be- 
ing thrown together, it wus a com- 
paratively easy matter to hit on 
the duplicates, but the management de- 
cided to have the checking puss through 
the hands of the clerks in four different 
ways, so that there could be no possiblity 
of error. A man's occupation, his number, 
and addresi were sufficient to show whether 
he had been counted twice, but the work 
came in in obtaining tho particulars, each 
item of which had to bo compassed several 
times over. When the names had been 
completely sorter! up, and tho number in 
family placed at the end of ench name on 
the slips, the copy was type written. It 
formed 200 puges of closely written lists 
containing the names of all the families in 
Victoria und single individuals as well. 
These lists, counted up carefully, and 
checked in every line by all known methoris 
of checking, prove conclusively that there 
are over 

NINETEEN THOUSAND WHITES 

in our city, against the statement of result 
of the Dominion census — 13,200, showing a 
difference of about six thousand persons. 
It lias been reported by several persons in 
the city that excursion parties, of which 
thero were numbers when tlin census was 
being taken, were counted by the enumera- 
tors. This is an untruth. Tho rule was 
strictly observed that those engaged in the 
work should take nobody but known resi- 
dents of the city. The hotels and boarding 
houses were all counted, but this was no 
new departure, as eveiy census of uny city 
includes occupants of these places. The 
limits taken by the Dominion census enu- 
merators in their late work were strictly 
adhered to, and the new city boundaries 
were observed and never, in any instance, 
exceeded. A number of people hare been 
under the impression that the reason why 
the present census shows a large increuse 
over the Dominion census is, that the latter 
took the old city limits, while the former 
took the new. This is not the case. In 
both instances the new limits wore taken. 

THE TAIU'LATEI) HOOKS. 

Eighty books, of fifty folios each, were 
used in taking the names. Each book bore 
a corresponding number to a section marked 
out in the map of the city, und on every 
book wus pasted the section taken by the 
enumerator using that particular book. 
With very little exception, the business 
men, and people in private houses generally, 
were not only willing but seemed eager und 
anxious to assist in every conceivable way 
towards the obtaining of an accurate and 
complete census. Before the work was 
started a number of croakers imagined that 
citizens would not stand being questioned 
a second time about their affairs, but the 
contrary was the case. Nearly everyone 
visited by the enumerators was in- 
dignant at the result of the Dominion cen- 
sus and, as before stated, very willing to do 
his or her part towards rectifying a serious 
blunder. 

A gain of 0,000 white people over what 
the Dominion Government census gave the 
city credit for, is a very great difference in- 
deed. Messrs. Williams k Co. are deserv- 
ing of the highest prais'! for their efforts, 
and nobody will deny that they have con- 
ferred a great benefit on the city by having 
carried out their contract so faithfully. 
They had, of course, their Directory ex- 
perience to help them ; but a great deal of 
the present piece of work was comparatively 
new to them, and the system they went on 
was purely their own invention. After 
taking the contract, the firm w ere the re- 
cipients of a great many " schemes^'.' the 
promoters of each assuring them that his 
was the best. One very favorite idea was 
that the census should be taken in a single 
night, and the project would 
have been attempted hud there 
been any city by law or regulation 
to back it up. In cities where the census is 
taken in a single night, very btrict laws are 
passed which make it compulsory under 
pain of heavy penalty for any one approach- 
ed to answer questions freely and fully, and 
as there was no such law to help Messrs. 
Williams <t Co. they did not consider them- 
selves able to accomplish their work in this 
manner. 

No mitto- how carefully and minutely 
a censilH i« taken, it must lo a certain ex- 
tent bo incomplete, and, when tho final 
report is presented to tho City Council to- 
night, them is no doubt but that thero will 
ha 700 or 800 names missing. Most of these 
missing ones live in cabins, on steamers, 
schooners, und small craft generally, and 
it is next to impossible to catch them all. 
Hut taken altogether this is no doubt u fair 
and honest cciibuh of the city.

CABLEGRAMS CONDENSED. 

The quren will mine to tho peerage the 
widow of tho Bight Hon. \\ illium Tlenry 
Sniith. 

It is teported that General Count Wal- 
dersee, at a recent banquet of the ollieers of 
the Ninth unny corpa, said : " Possibly we 
shall meet iu the spring for serious busi- 
ness." 

Minister Kibot, being asked about the 
reports of French wine growers complain- 
ing of damage dono by the McKinley bill, 
replied that there was only §1.50 advance 
per dozen on champagne. 

The National League of Great Britain lias 
issued a lengthy manifesto, detailing what 
the league haB done for the cause of Ireland, 
reciting the result of Parnell'a leadership, 
and urging that tho tight for tho principles 
advocated by tho deceased leader be kept 
up. 

The German war ollice has been informed 
»f an important capture of a Bpy by the 
Austrian authorities. The man arrested at 
Ouzucala was discovered to be a French 
staff officer. Papers of a highly coirprom- 
ising character relating to the Prusso-Aus- 
trian frontier were found on him. 

The now Mexican tariir goes into effect 
November 1, and the custom houso officials 
at tho principal largo cities are being del- 
uged with business, on account of merchants 
rushing goods iuto Mexico so as to avoid 
the high duties at Laredo. During Sep- 
tember the customs receipts were §100,000. 

A mob attacked six Austrian pilgrims, 
who were on their way to Rome, and com- 
pelled them to cry out " Vive le Roi." Pro- 
fessor Ackerle, who was among the pil- 
grims at the time, has since mysteriously 
disappeared, and it is supposed that he was 
assassinated. 

During the Emperor William's presence 
in Frankfurt, where he visited the electrical 
exhibition, an attempt w as made to ascer- 
tain the imperial opinion iu regard to the 
Russian loan. It is reported that his 
majesty frankly said : " Tho bankers can 
do as they please. My people understand 
that lending money to Russia means war on 
ub." Nothing is now heard of the loan on 
the bourse. No German will iuvest in it. 

M. Ferry, president of tho French sen- 
ate's tariff commission, says the commis- 
sion will immediately take up the matter of 
American pork prohibition. Ministers 
Ribot and Roche will appear before the 
commission and insist upon the importance 
of the early removal of prohibition, especi- 
ally iu view of its repeal by Germany, as 
Senator Baron Lurenty controls a strong 
agricultural opposition bill ; though it has 
passed the deputies it is not absolutely sure 
to pass the senate.

THE CREMATORY. 

The attention of the City Council is being 
again directed to tho necessity of erecting n 
crematory, for the purpose of disposing, in 
an innocuous manner, of the city's garbage. 
We do hope that it will come to a final de- 
cision in the matter and take action iniiiie- 
'.I iately. Something must bo done, and 
that soon, towards cleansing tho city and 
keeping it clean. Matters cannot go on 
long us they have been for some time past. 
Lot the Aldermen convince themselves that 
a croinatorv>fill not be a nuisance to tho 
neighborljcod in which it is erected, and let 
them find a convenient site and build one, 
no matter who they arc that protest. The 
inhabitants and property owners of the 
country in the vicinity of the city firmly be- 
lter-.; that the crematory will make the land 
in its immediate vicinity uninhabitable 
This is not tho case, and when peo- 
ple find that it is not offensive 
they will get reconciled to it 
and cease to complain of its erection. The 
main end to be attained by Mr. Magic's 
invention is to consume the filth without 
allowing any of the disagreeable gases to 
escape. The furnace is so constructed that 
these gases are all consumed, and the smoke 
that does escape from its chimney is, we 
are assured, not more disagreeable or more 
injurious to the health t hun the smoke of 
an ordinary chimney. If this is the case, 
and it can easily he proved whether it is 
or not , there can be no valid reason why 
the crematory is not constructed immediate- 
ly. The funds have been placed by the 
rale-payers in the hands of the City Council. 
Surely its members have push and pluck 
enough to use it for the purposa for which 
it was asked. 



fore'uuera arc not made solely with a view 
to an ulterior object. The foreigner is be- 
ing driven out because he ia a foreigner." 

Tho Mail says that it does not think that 
the desire for retaliation is a largo element 
in the present outbi oak, but believes that 
there ia sufficient ground for supposing that 
it ia one of the constituents, and adds : 
" It is just this coiibtitucnt which weakens 
tho moral right of foreigners to interfere." 
The intelligent Chinese who know what is 
going on in the world nrguu that China has 
as much right to exclude foreigners as 
foreign nations have to exclude Chinese. 
It is evident that it is a little difficult to 
meet this argument in China. 

The Chinese Government, it is admitted 
wish to put a stop to these outrages on 
foreigners, but it appears to be utterly hell 
les3. It has not even authority enough ova 
the soldiers to keep them from takin 
a leading part in tho riots, and it is said 
that several towns are practically in the 
hands of lawless soldiers, When the very 
force which the Chinese Government must 
depend upon to maintain order is active in 
the promotion of disorder, there appears to 
be little hope that the authorities, let them 
be ever so well affected towards foreigcers, 
and ever so desirous |o put down riot and 
outrage, will be able to restore quiet. Eng- 
land, France, Germany ami America have 
united to protect foreigners, resident 
in China, and it is only the Grill altitude 
whi ih these nations have assumed that will 
stimulate the Government to take the meas- 
ures necessary to ensure their safety. If it 
proves that they are unable to accomplish 
this, then active interference on the part uf 
the Christian powers will become necessary, 
ami, when that takes place, it is hard to tell 
what will follow. 



CHINESE RIOTS. 



Quiet has not yet been restored in China. 
The people are restless, and there are many 
indications that the country is ripening for 
a great and, perhaps, a terrible revolution. 
One of these indications is that the old 
animosity to foreigners has again broken out. 
Riots have taken place in many towns. In- 
cendiary placards have been posted in pub- 
lic places, the object of which i.s to inllauie 
the minds of the populace against foreigners 
of all nations. They are accused of dis- 
embowelling children, of gouging out their 
oyci, of sucking their blond, and of stealing 
the children for these abominable purposes 
by magic practices. Foreigners are repre- 
sented as having the power to afflict iho 
people with strange diseases and of using 
that power, as often us the opportunity 
oflern. 

It was supposed at first that the outrages 
were committed on missionaries because 
they taught a new and a strange religion. 
Hut this haa been found to be a mistake. 
The missionaries were attacked and ill-used 
because they are foreigners, frequently the 
only foreigners in Iho town or village in 
which thoy reside. The Overland Mail of 
.Sept. 17, published in Hongkong, in an 
article on the crisis in China, says : 

"Tho full details we published last 
night of the leluing riot show conclusively 
the complicity ol the civil and military 
provincial authorities. The riot was care- 
fully planned and methodically executed by 
Hunan soldiers, and it was directed against 
foreigners in general. The fact that tho 
missionaries nave hitherto suffered most 
has led to the belief that the outbreak is 
against Christianity. Hut the conduct of 
the rioters throughout and more particular- 
ly in Ichong proves that the mission stations 
have been selected for attack mainly because 
they are the most prominent foreign es- 
tablishments in the disturbed places and 
because the chance of resistance from such 
establishments is very small. The Hunan 
Boldicrs, disbanded or discontented, havo 
resolved that tho foreigner— missionary and 
merchant — must go, and they are taking 
the usual Chinese way of carrying out their 
wishes. Many explanations of their motives 
have been given, hut liono tiro wholly .satis- 
factory. The theory that their object is lo 
bring about hostilities between China and 
foreign powers in order to facilitate a rebel- 
lion may be partially true, but it is evident- 
ly not the whole truth. The attacks on 



.V/.'. CIIA PLEA ITS SPEECH. 

The Hon. Mr. Chaplcau is tho first Cil 
inct Minister who lias spoken in public since 
the prorogation. He, on the evening of the 
5th inst., in tho meeting room in the bt 
incut of St. Lawrence Hall, addressed the 
leading members of the Conservative Party, 
in Montreal, who had assembled there to 
meet htm. His speech was reported and 
published. It has been pretty sharply 
criticized by the Eastern Press. As it gives 
the public a view of the work of the session 
from a French Cabinet Minister's stand- 
point, it has been read with interest. This 
is what Mr. Chapleau said about the Tarte 
investigation and its results : 

" During the session there had been in- 
stituted enquiries into live or six Govern- 
mental departments. What had been the 
result ? Only one of them, that which had 
hee.i set on toot by Mr. Tarte, had shown 
that anything wrong existed. And the re- 
sult bad borne testimony to the strength, 
the solidity and tho morality of tho Con- 
servative party. He thanked Cod that 
the investigations had been made, because 
they had demonstrated this. The outcome 
of the committees of enquiry showed that the 
Conservative party had done its duly im- 
partially, that it had asked that the light 
should be thrown everywhere and upon 
everyone; that justice should be done, no 
mitttr who the accused might be or what 
office he held. Mr. Mctlreevy had been a 
personal friend of his; he hail been a staunch 
Conservative; he had worked energetically 
for his party throughout the last thirty 
years. Yel, when it was found I hut he was 
guilty of wrong-doing, condign punishment 
was meted out to him. History would bear 
witness to this fact, that those who bad 
been found guilty had been punished, no 
matter who they were. Certain people had 
slated that the supporters of the Govern- 
ment had resorted to what was called 
"whitewashing." He hud no hesitation in 
saying that these who said so lied before 
facts and before history. (Applause). 

Mr. Chapleau said very Utile, indeed, 
about Sir Hector Langevin. He spoke of 
the Opposition having succeeded in driving 
Sir Hector Langevin lo resign his position 
in the Cabinet, but he neither sympathizes 
with nor censures the fallen Minister. With 
regard to the attack upon himself in the 
Public Accounts Committee, he said : 

" Mr. Lister had brought forward certain 
charges against the administration of the 
Printing bureau. lie believed that Mr. 
Lister was an honorable man, but that he 
had a personal grievance against him. He 
would i. ot ask whether those who were lis- 
tening to him had read the newspaper re- 
ports of the proceedings of the enquiry 
which Mr. Lister had suec eded in getting 
instituted. AW that he would Bay was that 
he was not himself a printer or a paper 
merchant. He would, however, take some 
credit for having established the Printi g 
bureau To appreciate rightly t he attacks 
which had been made upon that branch ol 
the department over which he had the 
honor to preside, his hearers should remem- 
ber the history of the attempts lo establish 
a similar establishment in England, Fioni 
the time of Pitt efforts hail been made to 
bring such a branch of public service into 
existence ; and still, after a Struggle which 
had lasted over eighty years, those who had 
at heart the establishment of a printing 
bureau had succeeded only in creating what 
was known as the stationery office. The 
cause of the failure was the onset which 
contractors for furnishing the Government 
with pens and ink ami paper and forms ol 
various kinds had made. They exerted 
then, as they did to-day, a potent influence 
At the present day, Canada, alone of all the 
countries over which Great Britain held 
sway, possessed a department which sup- 
plied all the branches of the Government 
with necessary stationery of every kind, 
with printed forms, head bills, reports, etc. 
Hud it been proved that he (Mr. Chapleau) 
had received any money from any outside 
source for his services in this respect ? No. 
Hail it been proved that the Government 
had been robbed ? No. What had been 
proved '! That two of his employes had re- 
ceived money as commissions from certain 
contractors. They had no right to exact 
these payments ; it was wrong and utterly 
reprehensible for them to do so. Was that 
his fault ? Had it been proved that he him- 
self was responsible for one cent ? No. I - 
had been proved that some contractors had 
been foolish and simple enough to pay com- 
missions to subordinates in the department, 
lint it had not been shown that any of the 
supplies received had cost the Government 
more than il would olherwiso have to pay." 

The Government, Mr. Chapleau showed, 
has taken measures lo put un end to theso 
reprehensible practices. This ia all it can 
do, and all that any reasonable man can 
expect it to do. lie argued that tho im- 
proper pracliccs affected those only who 
had been guilty of them, and that it wua 



unjust to hold tho Conservative party 
re iponsiblo for offences that it repro- 
bated ns booh aa they were discovered, 
and took efiectual measures to pre- 
vont their repetition. Ho pointed to the 
fact that dishonest contractors and careless 
ollicials were not confined to the Dominion 
of Canada, but that they had committed ex- 
tensive frauds even in Great Britain. 
This ia what lie said on that point ; 

"But had the fact that theso wrongful 
practices had taken pluoo injured the Con- 
servative party? Ho did not believe so. 
In England u statesman would blush with 
Bhamo if iio proposed a vote of censure 
upon the Government because some subor- 
dinate official had been found guilty of 
wrong doing in bis position. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, in his great speech at Pad- 
dington, some years ago, had made charges 
that the Admiralty Department had lost 
not thousands, as had been lost in Canada, 
but millions of dollars, through the peculiar 
met hods of contractors. Lord Claude Hamil- 
ton and Lord Charles Boresford had after- 
wards admitted the truth of the charges. 
Did any member thereupon call on the 
Government to resign? No. Such a 
motion would never have been entertained. 
The result waslhat it was resolved to in- 
stitute reforms in the department." 

Mr. Chapleau was very severe on the 
Liberal and the Independent | ress for the 
part which they have taken in the discus- 
sion of the scandals, and his strictures on 
the pulpit utterances of some Protestant 
clergymen on the same subject were not, 
by any means, mild. We think that the 
Hon. Mr. Chapleau made a mistake in con- 
demning the course pursued by the Inde- 
pendent newspapers and out-spoken clergy- 
men, with respect to official unfaithfulness. 
We observed that some of the severest 
criticisms on the conduct of these ollicials 
wer« found in the leading articles of news- 
papers that had always been looked upon as 
the warmest and most faithful supporters 
of the Conservative party. And in their 
fearless denunciation of the corruption, 
they weio, in our opinion, doing more to 
retain the respect of the people for Conser- 
vative men mid Conservative principles 
than those journals that considered it their 
duty to make light of corruption, and to 
whitewash corruptionists, For our part, 
we arc proud to know that so many Conser- 
vative newspapers were, at this important 
crisis, faithful to their country and to the 
true interests of their party. It will be a 
bad d iy for Canada when its press shows 
by its open defence of boodlers, or its silence 
with regard to boodlillg, that it is in al- 
liance with corruptionists. Willi regard 
to the particular clerical discourse which 
Mr. Chapleau condemned with such sever- 
ity, it was not a pulpit utterance at all. 
The allusion made by the Rev. (!. M. 
Grant to tho Pustmustcr-Genertil was con- 
tained in a piper which he read before the 
Saturday Night Club of Kingston.

They deny flatly that any water 
from the big h< se ever played on 
tho fire| | nt all. Very well, I 
repeat that every word I said yesterday 
In this connection was true, and have seven 
witnesses (the only ones I have spoken to 
about the matter) wdio are willing to say the 
same thing. Will the gentlemen of the Fire 
Department kindly explain how it was that 
next morning the alley leading to the back 
of the telephone ollieo from Yates street 
was covered with slush and mud ? They 
also state that no water went into Trounce 
Avenue, which thoroughfare was simply 
running water for half an hour after the fire 
was out. Mr. Le Hoy says twice thut 
" no water from the huge hose was 
turned on the fire." I agree with 
him. It was turned on to pretty nearly 
everything else in sight btU the fire, and it 
was the spray, us I stated yesterday, and 
not the main volume of water, that extin- 
guished it. 

Lastly, I am not Mr. Gibbons. That 
gentleman is responsible for nothing that 
1 choose to write ; but if he was present at 
the Telephone fire uh the representative of 
his paper (and I hope be was) I am sure he 
will agree with what I have said. 1 don't 
know whether there will be an official inves- 
tigation or not, but certainly the possibility 
of more of this childish bungling should be 
prevented by some firm measures, and thut 
quickly.

Deathbed Confession of 
Assailants — All 
Plunder.

Early in 1887 disputches were published 
in tho various newspapers, concerning the 
finding of the bodies of a number of Chinese 
in tho Snake river, Oregon. Twenty bodies 
in all were found, and all bore gunshot 
wounds, showing that they had been mur- 
dered. The Chinese ollioiuls in San Fran- 
cisco, as soon as they heard of tho finding 
of the bodies, communicated with the 
authorities in the vicinity of where the 
murders were believed to havo been com- 
mitted, and in reply were assured that the 
section was a wild one, inhabited by despe- 
rados and horse thieves, and that all 
efforts to learn the facts, in regard to the 
wholesule crime, had been unavailing. The 
locality of the crime was in the extreme 
northeastern part of Oregon, on the west 
bank of tho Snake river, which there sepa- 
rates the State mentioned from Idaho. The 
officials have always believed that a number 
of men must have been concerned in the 
crime, and felt certain that in time the 
secret would be disclosed by eome of them. 

That confidence has at last been rewarded 
by the receipt of a confession made by a 
youth on his death bed, who was present at 
some of the murders, and who knew the 
facts in regard to them all, through associa- 
tion with the murderers, 
i It appears that thirty-four Chinese, all 
told, were murdered in cold blood — four 
white men being concerned in the slaughter 
— which was committed solely for robbery, 
upwards of $150,000 being realized, liut the 
document received by Consul Bee tells the 
story most graphically. It is as follows: 

"I, Hugh McMillan, now of Walla Walla, 
Wush., formerly of Immoha, Wallowa 
county, state o( Oregon, make the following 
statement to the end that justice may be 
done interested parties : I make this state- 
ment from a statement made me by my son 
Robert, aged 16 years, just prior to his 
death, and by me then reduced to writing. 
In the latter part of April, A.l). 1887, my 
son, Bruce Evans, J. T. ("Tide") Caufield, 
Max Larue, Frank Vaughn, Hiram May- 
nard and Cai 1 Hughes, were stopping in a 
cittle camp about four miles from Snake 
river. My son, and Evans, Canfield, Larue 
and Vaughn started from the cabin to go to 
a. Chinese camp on Snake river. Canfield 
and Larue went above tne camp and Evans 
and Vaughn remained below the camp. The 
whole party was armed with six-shooters 
and Winchester repeating rilles. There 
were present thirteen Chinamen, twelve on 
the bar and one in the camp at the tents. 
Those above the camp fired upon the China- 
men first. The Chinamen retreated (un- 
armed) down the river, whero they were 
fired upon by those below the camp. Twelve 
of the Chinamen were instantly killed, the 
other one being woundtd ami afterwards 
killed. The twelve killed were thrown in 
tho river. They proceeded to rob tho Chin- 
ese camp. They got that evening five sacks 
of gold dust, each worth §1,100. 

"The next morning about daylight Evans 
asked Vaughn what had become of the 
Chinaman who fell near the big rock (a 
rock which stood below the camp near where 
Evans and Vaughn stood the day before), 
to which Vaughn replied that he did'nt 
know. Evans then paid: " We had becter 
go and see; ho may not bo dead." They 
then got up and hurried to the river, going, 
as before, down Douglas creek. When they 
arrived at the river ihey saw a Chinaman 
coming down the river in a boat. This 
Chinaman afterwards proved to be the 
Chinaman that fell by the rock on the even- 
ing before and the one Evans and Vaughn 
were going to see about. When they had 
arrived at the river and had seen tho China- 
man in the boat, they hid until he was 
opposite, when they fired upon him. The 
river being rough, so as to toss the boat, 
the Chinaman was not hit, but dropped in 
the bottom of the boat. The current and 
wind brought the boat to the 6hore where 
Evans and Vaughn were, and they knocked 
his brains out and threw him in the river. 
This was the Chinaman who fell during tho 
row, he being shot only through the arm. 

" Evans and Vaughn then went to the 
camp wh»re the shooting took place the 
night before. Just as they got to the camp 
a boat containing eight Chinamen came 
down the river and they landed, pulled the 
boat ashore and walked up from the river. 
Evans and Vaughn had come up the river 
in the boat in which the Chinamen was, 
and before leaving the camp were joined by 
Canfield and Larue. They filed upon the 
eight Chinamen when upon the shore and a 
short distance from the river, killing them 
all and threw them in the river. They then 
took the boat vacated by the Chinamen and 
went up the river about four miles from the 
above mentioned camp, to another camp 
containing thirteen Chinamen. These 
Chinamen were at work upon the river bar 
when they were fired upon by Evans, 
Vaughn, Canfield and Larue and killed, 
their bodies being thrown into the river. 
The camp was then robbed, a large amount 
of gold being secured. The gold was re- 
torted by the Chinamen into gold balls, 
the value of which was fixed by Evans and 
his associates as being §f>0,000. My son 
was only present the first day, but was ac- 
quainted with the facts, as they were talk- 
ed over by tho parties in his presence." 



DRUNKENNESS IN GERMANY. 

Berlin, Oct. 12.— The Bundesrath, rep- 
resenting the different States of Gernuny, 
met, last week, in legislative session, the 
first order being tho measure, which is 
strongly favored by the Emperor, for the 
repression of drunkenness. A majority of 
the plenipotentiaries declared that their 
governments could not accept the project in 
its present form. The Bavariun represen- 
tative intimated that his state desired no 
such liquor legislation as the bill provided. 
The Prussian member, acting under instruc- 
tions from the Emperor, was the only pleni- 
potentiary who defended tho measure. Tho 
bill wus finally referred to a commission, it 
is certain it will appear in the Reichstag 
transformed from a rude attack upon the 
liquor trade into a mildly beneficent bill for 
tho protection of drunkards. The liquor 
dealers are arranging for holding a congress 
at Stuttgart for tho purpose of organizing a 
political defence. .\ 

A profound sensation lias been created by 
tho arrest in St. Petersburg of a young 
woman from Moscow, .'barged with being a 
Nihilist. She confessed that she left a 
trunk at the house of a well-known con- 
spirator, GlasoulofT, in which was a revolu- 
tionary proclamation. The police immedi- 
ately went to the house. OlasoulofV vehe- 
mently protested his innocence, but was 
compelled to deposit as buil 15,000 roubles. 



ORIGIN OF THE VALENTINE. 

Earlier Tlmn tho IIoglnnlTig or Christian- 
ity— l'rofoubty Koman. 

The origin of tho custom of sending 
love tokens about the 14th of February 
is bard to truce, but it is safe to say that 
the connection of St. Valentino with it 
is purely accidental if not mythical, as 
in the legends of different saints of that 
name no traee of the practice peculiar 
to the 14th of February is found. 

It has'been suggested by learned au- 
thorities, says tho American Stationer, 
that the custom may have been a sur- 
vival of the Lupercalia of the ancient 
Romans celebrated in the month of 
February, Among other things, the 
mimes of young women were put in a 
box and drawn out by chance by the 
men, who were thus nominally mated 
for a year. 

As the Christian clergy could not ex- 
tirpate this pagan practice, they sub- 
stituted the names of particular saints 
for those of the women, the name 
drawn being the patron saint for the 
year. Certain it is that in many Catholic 
countries on St. Valentine's clay or some 
other a pation saint is selected and 
termed a valentine. It is not dillieult 
to believe that the whole ceremonial 
originated in nature worship, which 
must have been in the primitive form of 
religion, and that it sprung from the 
observations of the peculiarity of the 
season. This would explain the old 
assertion that birds choose their mates 
at about this time of the year, and 
thence came the custom of young men 
and maidens choosing valentines or 
special loving friends on St. Valentine's 
day, because, as Tennyson says: 
" In tho sprln:,' the young man's fancy lightly 
turns t j thoughts of love." 

In regard to the various evistoms ob- 
served on February 14, in different 
countries, an old authority says that, 
during the fifteenth century, on the eve 
of the day "a number of maids and 
bachelors would assemble tog-ether and 
inscribe upon little billets the names of 
an equal number of bachelors and maids 
of their acquaintance and throw the 
whole into a receptacle and then draw 
them out. care being taken that each 
should draw one of the opposite sex. 
The person drawn thus became one's 
valentine. Of course, besides getting a 
valentine for one's self, one became 
some other person's valentine, but the 
man usually stuck faster to the one he 
had drawn than to her to whom he had 
fallen. These imaginary engagements 
often led to real ones, because for a 
whole year a bachelor remained bound 
to the service of his valentine, after the 
fashion of the medieval knight of ro- 
mance to his lady love." 



NATIVES OF ZANZIBAR. 

Some of the Excollont Qualities Which 
Thoy Possess. 

I cannot speak gratefully enough of 
our faithful Zanzibaris. On them we 
were entirely dependent for such food 
as we were able to scrape together. 
The Zanzibar!, it is true, will lie and 
thieve — most untaught negroes will — 
but with the white man with whom he 
has worked, whom be respects and has 
confidence in. though starving himself, 
he will share his last crust, writes Jeph- 
son in Scribner. 

It was often pitiful to see a man who 
was scarcely more than skin and bone, 
and who was half mad with hunger 
himself, bringing us a little store of 
toadstools and laying it before us, say : 
"Master, take your share, God is 

good." 

There was something childlike and 
simple about these Zanzibaris which 
always appealed strongly to our sympa- 
thy. At work you may be as severe as 
you please; you may flog him w hen he 
docs wrong, so long as when the work 
is done you relax, and gossip and talk 
with him. His quaint remarks upon 
people and things are always entertain- 
ing and often instructive. 

You listen to his stories about bis 
wife or mother, his sister or friend, 
about his home in Zanzibar, and his 
little plot of land, in fact you make 
him feel that though you will force 
him to do his full share of work, at 
the same time you sympathize 
with him in his troubles, and are really 
bis friend. If you do this he will work 
for you and follow you with a dog-like 
fidelity. 

1 have often seen a Zanzibar! who 
had laid himself open to punishment 
lie down and take his fifteen or twenty 
strokes of the cane, and after he has re- 
ceived them get up and raising his 
hands above his head, say: "llaind el 
Allah" (Thank Cod), by which he 
means he has done wrong, he has re- 
ceived his punishment, and now he and 
the world are even. 

If punished justly, this child of na- 
ture never bears malice; but injustice, 
want of sympathy or cruelty will 
transform him into a sullen, mutinous 
devil, with whom nothing can be done. 

Of course there are times when the 
Zanzibar) is most troublesome and has 
to be treated with great severity, but 
when once he understands that a 
man is his friend and master, these 
ebullitions are not of frequent occur- 
rence. 

An Ingenious llurghirB' Tool. 

Over one hundred tools and processes, 
which are marvels of ingenuity and 
scientific knowledge, have been invent- 
ed by safe burglars. A recent burglar's 
outfit captured by the police consisted 
of a little giant knob-breaker, a giant 
drill and a high explosive of the nature 
of dynamite, but put up in the form of 
a powder. It would open the strongest 
bank safe in a half hour, and without 
noise enough to disturb people in tho 
next house, while the entire outfit could 
be carried in the pockets of an ordinary 
coat. 

Arab Second Marriage*. 
If an Arab woman who lias lost her 
husband decides to marry again she 
visits the grave of her husband the night 
before her second marriage and prays 
him not to bo offended. As, however, 
she feels that he will be offended she 
takes with her a, donkey laden With 
two goat skins filled with water. Tho 
prayer ended, she proceeds to pour the 
water on the grave to keep the first 
husband 1 cool under the circumstances 
about to take place, and, having well 
i>atiu-ated him, departs. -

Wara ami Rumors of Wars Anions 
tlie Little Nationalities— Active 
Preparations Making:. 



Serious Inundations— Houses Swept 
Away— A Whole Town Obliter- 
ated—Homeless Families 



Panama, Oct. 13. — Advices received 
here from Sun Joso, Do Costa Rica, report 
that war is likely to break out in the near 
future between San Salvador and Guate- 
mala ou the one hand and Nicaragua and 
Honduras on the other. In this regard the 
Nicuroguan press speaks of the troops hav- 
ing been placed by De Sacasa on the Hon- 
duras frontier, under command of a per- 
sonal enemy of General Bogran. It is also 
said that Guatemala has sent troops 
to the Salvadorean frontier. The official 
relations between Guatemala and Salvador 
have been very unsatisfactory during the 
last twelve months. The two conn tries 
rinding it difficult to maintain peace, 
although the governments arc on friendly 
terms with each other, owing to their des- 
potic policy towards their people. From 
Guatemala also comes the rumor of war. 
The Hien Publico of Queaaltenange says 
that the relations between Honduras and 
Nicaragua threaten to be broken at any 
moment. De Sacasas is sending oil' troops 
to the Honduras frontier under the 
command of General Garcia, and 
has compelled General Bogran to sem: 
3,000 men also to the front. It is also ru- 
mored that preparations for war are actively 
going on in Salvador, and Gen. Ezeta. Iisti 
organized the artillery and sent 5,000 men to 
the frontier. 

The shooting of Dr. RafFael Ayala, on 
September 4th, by Gen. Andrea Telle/., is 
now said to have been accidental, and occur- 
red while he was interfering in a quarrel be- 
tween Telle/, and Sota, Mayor. It is signi- 
ficant to note that Dr. Ayala was a candi- 
date for the presidency of Salvador, and had 
been exiled. (Jen. Telle/, was also exiled. 

The Blue Fields messenger, of Nicaragua, 
gives details of the recent inundation of 
Prinvapolka. It began at two o'clock in 
the morning, and all the inhabitants hail to 
leave their houses and take refuge in the 
woods in order to save their lives. The 
houses were swept away by the current. 
The inundation lasted two days, and dur 
ing that time the inhabitants in the woods 
had neither matches to light a lire nor a 
blanket with which to cover themseivc 
When the river had gone down to its natu 
al level they came out of the woods to 
find themselves homeless, and to find that 
the flourishing town of Quiocuinu had dis 
appeared. Abundant) rains in Honduras 
have made the outlook bright for the new 
crops.

SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Monthly Meeting of tho Trustees Last 
Evening. 

The monthly meeting of tho School Board 
was held lust evening in the City Hall, 
Chairman Hay ward presiding The trus- 
tees present were : Messrs. Saunders, Jes- 
sop, McConnon, McLaughlin and Morrow. 

Messrs. Nicholles &. Renouf, of the B. C. 
Terra Cotta Works, wrote asking the board 
to accept four pieces of their work for the 
use of the schools — viz., one buat of Venus 
de Milo, one of Homer, one of Julius Ciesar 
and one of Voltaire. The company also 
offered a prizo of §20 to the pupil who exe- 
cutes the best crayon drawing of the Venus 
de Milo, time and manner of competition to 
be decided by the board. 

The matter w as referred to the Committee 
on Supplies. 

A letter was read from the Education De- 
partment, sanctioning the school holiday 
during exhibition week. 

Trustee Richards thought it absurd 
that the Board should have to apply to the 
School Department for permission to give 
the children a holiday. 

TRUSTEE Jkssof concurred, and the docu- 
ment was received coolly. 

An application was received from a lady 
deairoua of establishing a calesthenic class, 
and asking the uso of a room in the central 
school for that purpose. 

Referred to the chairman, Trustees Mc- 
Laughlin and Jessop. 

Mr, John N, Muir wrote complaining of 
the school system. 

Trustee McConnon moved that the let- 

ter should be received end filed, 

Trustee Jkssoi 1 , in seconding the motion, 
suggested that a separate file be kept for 
Mr. Muir's letteis. 

The communication was laid on the table. 

Communications were received from in- 
surance companies, locally represented, ask- 
ing a share of the business of the Board. 
Referred to committee. 

Miss Carmichael wrote tendering her re- 
signation as teacher of the iiflh class, Cen- 
tral school. 

The resignation was accepted and an ex- 
pression of regret tendered to Miss Car- 
michael on her severance of connection with 
the school. 

A number of bills were submitted, all of 
which were referred to the Finance com- 
mittee. 

In reply to the chairman, the secretary 
stated that there were 1,814 pupils attend- 
ing the schools in Victoria. There was an 
average attendance of some 1,500. 

Trustee Richards asked why the re- 
port of the special commit tee appointed to 
enquire into school accommodation had not 
been carried out. 

The secretary explained that be had noti- 
fied the inspector and the board, but re- 
ceived little satisfaction. 

A communication addressed to the chair- 
man, complained of truanacy in the public 
schools. 

Trustee McLacmhiun suggested that 
the subject Le referred to the Educational 
Department, who claimed the whole in- 
ternal arrangement of the schools. 

Trustee Richards seconded the motion, 
which carried. 

A long discussion ensued as to the rutifi- 
cation of teachers' appointments, and the 
Board adjourned until Tuesday evening 



One of Their «.od«. 

To-day, the residents of Chinatown join 
with their brethren in the Flowery I. ami in 
celebrating the advent into Heaven of one of 
their most famous Gods— Quail Tai. A lit- 
tle over twenty centuries ago, three broth- 
ers reigned as joint Emperors over China, 
and, by their wise and just rule, brought 
the country to a state of almost perfect 
happiness. Then the two eldest brothers 
died, and Quan Tai, the youngest, was left 
to govern alone. Soon afterwards there was 
a lietce invasion of the land, which the Em- 
peror quickly quelled, and he, mercifully 
spared all prisoners captured. This 
leniency cost him his life, us one of the men 
he had released killed him. Three days 
after death the tradition goes that the body 
rose up and ascended into heaven. Quan 
Tai was at once canonized, and, as the cen- 
turies have accumulated, his prestige has 
gp>wn so that now, next to Buddha and 
Confucius, he is the leading deity of the 
Chinese Empire. To-duy, the local China- 
men will visit the imago of him, which 
stands in tho Benevolent Society's building, 
and lay ofTerings before it. On tho H-h 
September, 2,312 years ago, he died.
